NEW  QTH 

In  case  you  didn't  notice  it  last  month,  your  editor  has  moved  to  a  new  QTH  in  Cleveland,  The 
address  and  phone  number  listed  above  are  accurate.  Right  after  I  moved  I  was  forced  to  use 
my  Sony  AN-1  active  antenna  for  a  while,  and  I  was  dissatisfied  with  a  number  of  intermod  mixing 
products  that  the  antenna  generated  from  strong  local  MW  signals.  This  problem  was  greatly 
diminished  a  few  days  ago  when  I  put  up  a  "SWL  Sloper”  from  Antenna  Supermarket.  It  turned 
out  that  my  back  yard  did  not  have  the  necessary  70  feet  to  accommodate  the  antenna,  so  its 
last  15  feet  are  curved  around  the  garage  to  a  nearby  fence.  Despite  this  unorthodox  installation, 
the  early  results  from  the  antenna  are  promising.  Except  in  the  2  MHz  range,  where  J  still  pick 
up  local  harmonics  and  MW  intermod  on  my  R-70,  the  SWL  Sloper  is  much  quieter  than  the  AN-1. 
It  works  even  down  on  LW  and  MW,  A  few  days  ago  I  had  beacons  coming  in  from  as  far  away 
as  Montreal  and  Maniwaki  in  Quebec,  as  well  as  the  strong  Bimini  beacon  in  the  Bahamas.  Last 
night,  Grenada  and  Dominica  were  coming  in  reasonably  well  on  MW.  I  have  a  feeling  that  the 
antenna  would  work  even  belter  if  I  didn't  have  to  bend  it  around  the  corner  of  my  garage.  The 
SWL  Sloper  is  soldered  belter  than  the  Alpha-Delta  sloper,  it  was  easy  to  put  up,  and  it  costs 
$10  less  than  the  Alpha  Delta  antenna.  Draw  your  own  conclusions. 

"BLACK" VENCEREMOS 

For  the  last  couple  of  weeks  I  have  noticed  that  Radio  Venceremos  has  been  unjammed,  and  is 
hopping  frequencies  in  mid-broadcast  a  lot  less  than  it  used  to.  However,  the  "black"  Venceremos 
has  become  a  regular  fixture  on  frequencies  adjacent  to  the  real  Radio  Venceremos.  This  phony 
Venceremos  plays  EE  rock  and  SS  tunes,  often  sounding  not  unlike  a  pirate.  The  modulation  is 
often  tinny.  Occasionally,  a  laid  back  OM  announcer,  obviously  different  from  the  enthusiastic 
regular  Venceremos  announcers,  discusses  Nicaragua  and  El  Salvador  in  SS.  Sometimes  the  station 
only  plays  music.  On  February  12  I  heard  this  station  at  0245  on  3480  KHz,  which  was  the  first 
time  that  I  had  noticed  it  on  90  meters.  It  also  often  transmits  on  a  frequency  adjacent  to  Radio 
Venceremos  on  6  MHz.  On  February  12  at  0245  UTC,  the  real  Venceremos  was  well  heard  here 
on  3474.7  //  6614.5  KHz.  The  black  station  is  clearly  not  a  jammer;  it  apparently  just  hopes  that 
listeners  will  tune  to  it  by  mistake  when  searching  for  Venceremos.  The  nightly  interplay  between 
Venceremos,  the  phony  Venceremos,  and  occasional  jammers  has  made  for  fascinating  listening 
during  the  last  couple  of  years. 

RADIO  LrBERAClON 

We  have  three  items  on  Radio  Liberacion  this  month.  Robert  Dieterich  of  Interlock  Media 
Associates  wrote  in  to  report  that  production  work  is  now  complete  on  his  Vietnam:  Radio  First 
Termer  program.  The  concluding  segment  of  this  show  discusses  contemporary  clandestines, 
and  contains  some  recordings  of  Radio  Liberacion.  Bob  notes  that  the  program  will  be  carried 
at  different  dates  and  times  by  the  various  National  Public  Radio  network  affiliates.  Bob  also 
expressed  his  appreciation  to  A*C*E  members  for  their  assistance  during  his  preparation  of  this 
program. 

We  also  have  some  interesting  first-hand  information  from  a  very  reliable  anonymous  source 
that  the  audio  feed  for  the  shortwave  service  of  Radio  Liberacion  is  still  carried  by  the  Satcom 
F4  transponder  #4  vertical  audio  subcarrier  at  about  5.8  MHz.  This  satellite  feed  originates  from 
the  Lynchburg,  Virginia  uplink  of  Jerry  Fal well's  "Liberty  Baptist  Network"  television  service. 
It  comes  into  the  Lynchburg  satellite  uplink  facilities  VIA  an  unmarked  phone  pair. 

Another  anonymous  source  with  the  Bell  system,  who  is  familiar  with  telephone  line  links  to 
satellite  transmitters,  told  me  that  this  would  be  an  unusual  procedure.  Regularly  used  phone 
<^onnestic  MW  station  uplinks,  are  generally  marked  with  the  station  of  origin  for 
ntification,  to  discourage  accidental  disconnection,  and  just  to  avoid  repeated  setup  work, 
s  IS  not  the  case  with  Falwell's  relay  of  Liberacion. 

The  Falwell  relay  has  been  previously  noted  in  the  DX  press,  but  in  case  any  doubt  still  remains, 
confirmed  that  the  program  Is  in  fact  uplinked  from  Virginia.  As  reported  in 
nis  column  last  month,  Daniel  Ortega  claims  that  the  downlink  to  a  HF  transmitter  for  Radio 
penn*'t  Salvador.  This  involvement  of  Jerry  Falwell  with  the  contras,  of  which  he 

per  ediy  claims  ignorance,  is  also  very  curious.

Nicaragua  Adds  Charges 
In  Embattled  Peace  Quest 

El  Salvador  Said  to  Harbor  Contras’  Radio

SAN  SALVADOR,  Jan.  10— In  a 
move  that  could  be  a  prelude  to  an 
acrimonious  Central  American  sum* 
mit  meeting,  Nicaragua  has 
charged  that  the  U.S.-backed  reb¬ 
els’  main  radio  station  operates  out 
of  El  Salvador,  according  to  Salva¬ 
doran  officials. 

Nicaragua's  accusation,  made 
during  the  21-hour  visit  of  a  com¬ 
mission  monitoring  the  progress  of 
a  regional  peace  agreement,  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  retaliation  for  charges 
by  the  Salvadorans  that  the  Sandi- 
nistas  are  supporting  El  Salvador's 
leftist  guerrillas. 

The  Salvadoran  government  re¬ 
portedly  also  was  outraged  when 
the  commission  cut  off  a  presenta¬ 
tion  by  a  high-level  government 
delegation  after  only  10  minutes, 
saying  it  was  more  interested  in 
hearing  the  opposition. 

Gen.  Adolofo  Blandon,  chairman 
of  El  Salvador’s  joint  chiefs  of  staff, 
said  after  meeting  with  the  commis¬ 
sion  yesterday,  that  Nicaragua  ac- 
ci^d  El  Salvador  of  allowing  Radio 
Liberacion.  the  contras’  official  ra¬ 
dio,  to  operate  out  of  El  Salvador. 

"We  invited  the  commission  right 
now  to  go  to  the  place  the  radio  is 
supposed  to  be,  to  inspect  the  area, 
but  they  said  they  could  not,"  Blan¬ 
don  said. 

The  15-member  commission, 
made  up  of  representativea  of  the 


United  Nations,  the  Organization  of 
American  States  and  13  Latin 
American  nations,  is  charged  with 
preparing  a  report  on  each  nation's 
compliance,  to  be  presented  at  a 
meeting  Friday  of  five  Central 
American  presidents  in  Costa  Rica. 

The  peace  plan,  signed  Aug.  7, 
calls  for  full  democratic  rights  in  the 
region,  an  end  to  support  for  guer¬ 
rillas  and  amnesty  for  prisoners. 

El  Salvador’s  President  Jose  Na¬ 
poleon  Duarte,  a  staunch  U.S.  ally, 
has  said  repeatedly  he  will  de¬ 
nounce  Nicaragua  for  not  complying 
with  the  accord.  Last  week,  El  Sal¬ 
vador  presented  the  commission 
with  17  charges  that  the  Sandinis- 
tas  supported  Salvadoran  leftist 
rebels. 

Yesterday,  Nicaraguan  Undersec¬ 
retary  of  Foreign  Affairs  Victor 
Hugo  Tinoco  disputed  Duarte's 
claim.  "No  president  is  the  referee  or 
judge  who  will  decide  who  complied 
and  who  did  not,”  Tinoco  said.  "I  can 
tell  you  what  we  have  done,  even 
though  others  have  not  complied.  I 
am  giving  concrete  examples— the 
opening  of  La  Prensa,  Radio  Ca- 
toUca,  the  National  Commission  of 
Reconciliation  . . .  —all  despite  the 
fact  the  United  States  continues  to 
give  money  to  the  Contras."

Finally,  the  Commission  of  Finance  is  in  charge  of  the 
distribution  of  funds  and  the  supervision  of  then. 

Strategy 

Antecedent 

In  the  importance  of  CID's  international  political  circles 
it  was  realized  that  Castro's  dictatorship  has  been  a  tight 
consolidation  of  power.  In  many  ways  it  is  irreversible.  In  the 
past  most  of  the  Cuban  opposition  maintained  the  prevalent  idea 
that  only  the  United  States  military  could  overthrow  the  Castro 
regime. 

Analyst  of  the  internal  situation  brought  these  ideas  forth 
to  the  Congress  and  it  became  the  foundation  and  nucleus  for  the 
Declaration  of  Caracas.  This  separated  the  reality  of  the  radical 
Cuban  vision  that  existed  in  exile.  It  was  clear  inside  of  the 
island  that  Castro's  dictatorship  had  begun  a  period  of 
weakening.  The  government  elite's  corruption  was  evident  on  the 
island.  The  bureaucracy  could  not  meet  the  demands  for 
leadership  and  the  people  were  convinced  that  the  gradual 
economic  problems  were  getting  worse.  The  society  has  developed 
into  a  masquerade  of  avoiding  cooperation  with  the  system  that 
has  no  goals  of  representation.  The  military  atm  of  the 
Communist  Party  little  by  little  agreed  that  without  the 
cooperation  of  the  community  there  is  little  possibility  of 
progress  nor  detention  of  the  deteriorating  Cuban  economy.  Under 
30  years  of  age,  the  youth  compromises  for  60%  of  the  population. 
They  have  been  totally  forced  into  the  political  system  and  the 
official  ideology.  Today  the  youth  comprises  the  largest  part 
of  political  detainees  and  many  have  been  in  jail  for  most  of 
their  life. 


Internal  Objectives 

Before  these  realities  were  brought  forth  that  many  have 
been  alienated  from  the  regime's  consolidation  and  the  domestic 
community,  CID  pointed  out  that  a  free  Cuba  can  be  the  product  of 
inspiration  for  Cubans  living  on  the  island.  This  inspiration  is 
now  functioning  on  the  island,  although  it  is  not  visible  nor 
evident  from  outside  of  the  island,  it  needs  the  help  and 
inspiration  of  the  Cuban  exiles  and  the  solidarity  of  the 
democratic  forces  in  the  free  world.

Do's  and  Don'ts 

hints  on  improving  the  radio  shack 

Some  general  hints  to  improve  the  reception  or  transmission  from 
your  shack.  These  tips  apply  eqpially  to  listeners  and  broadcasters 
alike.  Our  thanks  to  several  of  the  best  known  Free  Radio  Operators 
for  their  input. 

(1)  Don't  be  cheap  with  the  Ground  system.  Use  good  quality  rods  and 
large  wire,  which  is  available  at  electrical  supply  houses.  Keep 
the  connecting  wire  into  the  shack  as  short  as  possible;  if  more 
than  1/4  wavelength  at  a  desired  frequency,  the  Ground  system  is 
effectively  useless.  Put  out  Ground  radials  for  desired  bands  and 
bond  them  directly  to  the  ec[uipment.  If  you  use  a  metal  mast  or 
tower  put  a  Ground  rod  as  close  as  possible  and  bond  it  to  the 
tower.  Towers  can  be  lightning  rods,  you  know. 

(2)  Don't  be  cheap  with  the  feed  line/coaxial  cable.  Or  the 
connectors;  insist  on  Amphenol  or  Bunker-Ramo;  they  are  still 
available.  Poor  connectors  will  break  down  quickly  and  can  arc  in 
certain  conditions.  Cheap  feedline  will  need  replacement  quickly, 
which  is  a  major  hassle  even  under  ideal  conditions. 

(3)  Do  spend  some  time  designing  and  constructing  your  antenna  system 
and  tuning  it  for  desired  bands.  An  improperly  cut  or  tuned 
antenna  will  not  receive  as  well  as  it  should,  and  can  radiate 
spurious  signals  where  you  least  expect  them  causing  interference 
and  complaints.  Use  a  grid  dip  meter,  if  available.  Test  with  low 
power  first,  using  a  SWR  meter  to  be  certain  everything  is  OK. 

The  SWR  should  be  as  low  as  possible  for  sustained  operation; 

1.5  is  fine,  even  a  2:1  is  acceptable. 

(4)  Do  learn  how  to  tune  your  equipment  properly.  Improperly  tuned 
equipment  will  cause  interference  and  complaints.  You  also  don't 
get  out  if  you're  not  tuned  up. 

(5)  Do  think  about  what  you  are  doing.  Remember  that  the  Federal 

Communications  Commission  has  professional  trackers  with  the 
best  available  equipment  out  there  looking  for  you.  Tune  up  at 
low  power  and  switch  on  the  high  power  only  for  the  prooran 
Then  get  off. . .  Quickly.  ^

After  a  long  dry  spell,  we  received  a  letter  from  Phil  Muzik,  the 
front  man  for  KNBS. 

"...(it)  seems  more  and  more  like  government  out  of  control.  It  took 
an  act  of  piracy  on  the  high  seas  for  the  FCC  to  shut  down  RNI.  And 
it  takes  several  violations  of  the  (US)  constitution  to  bust  a  person 
for  Pot.  Nine  of  ten  busts  are  the  result  of  entrapment;  innocent 
citizens  are  set  up  and  arrested  in  a  quest  for  Big  Numbers  to  show 
success  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Departments  and  to  justify  larger 
expenditures  of  our  tax  dollars  to  'protect'  us  from  ourselves.  Has 
the  American  Dream  come  to  the  point  where  the  end  justifies  the 
means?
